Art of Housekeeping. 

The economy of housekeeping is simply 
the art of gathering up all fragment* so 
that nothing be lost. I mean fragments of 
time as well as materials. Nothing should 
be thrown away, so long as it is possible to 
make any use of it, however trifling that 
use may he, and whatever be the size of 
that family, every member shonld be em« 
ployed either in earning or saving money. 

‘Time is money/ For this reason, cheap 
as stockings ore, it i9 good economy to 
knit. Cotton and woolen yarn are cheap; 
those that are knit wear twice ns long as 
woven ones; they can be done at odd min¬ 
utes of time, which would not bo other¬ 
wise employed. When there are children 
or aged people, it is sufficient to recoin™ 
mend knitting os an employment. 

In this point of view, patchwork is good 
economy. It is indeed a foolish waste of 
time to tear up cloth in bits for the sake of 
arranging it anew in fantastic figures, but a 
large family may be kept out of idleness & 
a few shillings saved by thus using scraps 
of gowns and curtains. 

In the country, where grain is raised, it 
is a good plan to teach children to prepare 
and braid straw for their own bounets and 
their brothers* hats. 

Where turkies and geese are raised, 
some feather fans may ns well be made by 
tho younger members of a family, as to be 
bought. The sooner children aro taught 
to turn their faculties to somo account the 
better for them and for their parents. 

In this country wo are apt to let child- 
ren romp away their existence, till they get 
to bo 13 or 14. This is not well. Jv is 
not well for the purses and patience of pa* 
rents, and it has a still worse effect on tho 
morals and habits of the children. Begin 
early, is the great maxim for every thing in 
education... A child of six years old esu be 
made useful • and should be taught to con* 
side* every day lost in which some little 
has not been dono to assist others.

From tbe appearance of things we should 
think that the time had arrived for the 
British to prefer the demand, that the co¬ 
lony be now made English, in terms of the 
proclamation of 1763. 

We learn with much pleasure that an 
Ordinance for the establishment of Regis 
ter offices may be 6oon expected. This is 
a measure of the utmost importance. I t 
has stood out as one of tho prominent 
wants of tho country, and it is only to be 
wondered at that faction itself should have 
refused to supply it. In the Uuited States, 
and in Upper Canada, register offices are 
justly considered as essential to the welfare 
of society. In Lower Canada the prin¬ 
ciple has been yielded, and has been found 
of immense benefit to the counties in which 
offices have been established. But the 
system might bo much improved in prac¬ 
tice. 

The Quebec Gazette has mentioned a 
quasi objection which is lacking in the 
soundness usual with that paper. The 
Gazette thinks it a hardship that, consid¬ 
ering the immense subdivision of property 
in the seigniories, every proprietor should 
be forced to enregister his claims. The 
same objection might be urged with equal 
force against every statute by which a tax 
is levied. It is a hardship on the inhabit* 
ants of Montieal and Quebec to he forced 
to pay for cleaning chimneys; but the 
public safety requires it. It is a hardship 
on the merchant to be ‘ forced to enregis* 
ter* his goods at the custom house, end a 
gieater to pay an ad valorem dutyVupon 
them; but it would be a greater to have no 
government in the country. It is a hard¬ 
ship, no doubt, tliat a proprietor of land 
should be forced to enregister his title 
where every body may see it; but, we 
think, that it is a greater hardship upon 
him that he cannot dispose of hi9 land at 
its full value, borrowing upon the security 
of it is not to be spoken of, simply because 
no body can see that he is owner of it. Of 
the two hardships,the forcing to enregister, 
is clearly the less; and for the public ad* 
vantage the private hardship must be sub¬ 
mitted to. No man in the Townships con* 
siders it a hardship that bo is forced to en¬ 
register his tides; but every man in the 
Townships, without exception, considered 
it the greatest hardship possible that, when 
purchasing a title, he did not know that 
the land followed it. For a score of years 
previous to the establishment of register 
offices, the Townships petitioned thatthey 
might have the public advantage of them 
even at tho expense of enregistering their 
claims.

have to be called in as umpire. Tbe line., 
as defined by the treaty of 1783, is like 
the line that bordered the lands of a witty 
Jack Tar...due north, 780 poles, thence 
south 780 poles ! The treaty was made 
at a time when nothing was known of the 
country in which the N. \V. angle of No¬ 
va Scotia was located.

From Mexico _By way of Pensacola, 

we have more recent intelligence from Mex 
ico.—The Pensacola Gazette mentions the 
arrival of the United States Sloop-of-War 
Vandalia, from a cruise of 74 days in the 
Gulf of Mexico and on the coast of Texas, 
having visited Vera Cruz, Tampico, Mat- 
amoras, and Galveston. 

The ports of Mexico were closely watch¬ 
ed by the French cruisers. The contem* 
plated attack on the Castle of San Juan 
de Ulloa has for the present, been aban¬ 
doned, the Baron Defaudis, the French 
Minister, having sailed for France; Vessels 
from the United States and Cuba will not 
be warned off before subject to capture, a 
sufficient time having elapsed for the block* 
ade to become known. 

Commodore Bazzoele, in the frigate IA 
Herminee, is at anchor under the island 
of Sacrificios; and one brig and two 
schooners, and the frigate’s launches, are 
cruising close in the shoals, and frequently 
within musket shot of the Castle. One 
brig is off Alvarado, which port was open* 
ed the 18th May by the Mexican Govern* 
ment. The cruisers off Tamoras, lay at 
anchor close in with the harbour, and oth¬ 
er vessels are cruising along the coast be¬ 
tween these ports. 

All appeared quiet in Texas. The Bri¬ 
tish packet, which sailed from Vera Cruz 
on the 27th of May, had been detained a 
week after the regular day of sailing, at 
the request of the Mexican Government, 
for the purpose of taking out a request to 
the British Government to become media¬ 
tor between the French and Mexican gov¬ 
ernments. The best of feelings have thus 
far been kept up between the French 
squadron and our own. While the Van- 
dalia lay under Sacrificios, the French ami 
Amei icau officers were in the constant re¬ 
ciprocation of services and courtesies—[N. 
O. Bulletin, July 25.]

His Excellency, we understand, has res 
ceived instructions to empower all the 
Justices of the Peace throughout the Island 
to raise men for Her Majesty’s land ser¬ 
vice, to be attached to such regiments in 
Noith America as they may choose to en¬ 
list into.

»f a letter which had appeared in the 
bee Gazette, dated the 31st of May, 
nnd purporting to have been addressed by 
the direction of Lord Durham to the Mem- 
hors of the Executive Council of Lower 
Canada. The noble Lord said be thought

* H.o Excellency has come to thid deter-* 
minaiion, not from any feeling of dissatis¬ 
faction with the conduct of that Council 
or any of its members ; on the contrary, 
His Excellency particularly directs me to 
express his high sense of your services, and 
hi* esteem and respect for yourself person¬ 
ally. But His Excellency deems it essen¬ 
tial for the objects of his mission, that du¬ 
ring the temporary suspension of the con¬ 
stitution the administrator of Affairs should 
bo completely independent of, and uncon¬ 
nected with all parties and persons in the 
Province, 

4 Dissensions and animosities have natu¬ 
rally, during the course of the unfortunate 
events, been carried to such an extent, that 
the necessary abstaction from all party foel<* 
Sng caunot bo expected from any who hato 
been participators in the struggle on one 
aide or the oilier. 

* His Excellency believes that it is aa 
much tho interest of you all as for the ad¬ 
vantage of his own mission, that his admin¬ 
istrative conduct should bo free from all 
suspicion of political influence or party feel¬ 
ing ; that it should fall on his own undi¬ 
vided responsibility, and that when he quits 
the Province he should leave none of its 
permanent residents in any way committed 
by tho acts which his Government may 
have fouud it necessary to perform during 
the temporary suspension of the Constitu¬ 
tion. When, happily, the time shall have 
come foi the re-establishment of Constitu* 
tlonal Government, the different powers 
composing it will return to their natural 
•state, and be confided to those whose sta¬ 
tion *iu the Province, and personal charac¬ 
ter, entitle them to the confidence of their 
Sovereign and their country.

There were two questions arising out of 
this letter, which he had read at length, 
lest any noble Lord should think that he 
had omitted any part of it, which in his 
opinion, would appear to be of importance. 
Tho first question related to the Executive 
Council and the other to the Special Coun¬ 
cil appointed under the act. It appeared 
that Lord Durham bad appointed to form 
the new Executive Council, Mr, C. Duller, 
M. P. the Chief Secretary; Mr. T. E. M. 
Turtpn, Secretary; Colonel G. Couper, 
K. II. Military Secretary ; the Provincial 
Secretary; and the Commissary General. 
He understood, from information not yet i 
received by official despatches, that the old 1 
Council had been dissolved. Now he 
thought that a question would arise as to 
thq legality of the whole pioceeding; and 
that it was doubtful whether Her Majesty 
fceraeU could displace those persons, except! 


for misconduct or some sufficient cause. 
Now the necessary result of ibis proceed¬ 
ing on the part of Lord Durham was, that 
the five persons holding office, and who 
now formed the Executive Council become, 
by an old custom of the Colony, the sole 
board of audit, and, consequently those per¬ 
sons would have as auditors, to examine 
and pass their own accounts. But more 
than that, the Council so formed became, 1 
also a Court of Appeal; but, without au 
thority from this country, that Court could 
not sit. If, however, authority was granted, 
then the Council became a Court of Appeal, 
and Mr. Turtorr might become Chief Jus 
tice. The first question, then, which he 
had to ask the noble Baron was this—had 
Lord Durham,?!) thus composing the Execu¬ 
tive council,acted in accordance with instruc¬ 
tions, issued by the Government, or had he 
acted without instructions,or contrary to his 
instructions; But there was another ques* 
tion of very great lmpoitance, which he 
wished to ask the noble Baron and which 
had reference to the Special Council. In 
the Act which had recently been passed, 
Parliament did not create a Governor Gen¬ 
eral for Canada or invest him with power 
to act on his own responsibility, but, on 
tho contrary the Act created a Governor 
and council, the council being for tho pur« 
pose of advising with the Governor on all 
questions of policy relating to the Colony. 
The act rendered it necessary that Her 
Majesty should constitute a Special Coun¬ 
cil, and all the power with which the Gov 
ernor was vested, was tho power of appoin¬ 
ting such a number of councillors aa he 
might see fit, and to the Governor, with 
the council, the legislature delegated the 
powers, undor certain limitations, which 
had formerly been exercised by the Parlia¬ 
ment of Lower Canada. Now, he belie¬ 
ved there was no one in that House, nor 
in the other House of Parliament, who im¬ 
agined, when the Act he alluded to was 
under discussion, that they were to create 
a Governor General, to act with a sham 
council; hut on tho contrary, that the ob¬ 
ject was, that the council should he com¬ 
posed of persons resident in the country, 
possesing extensive local knowledge, and 
therefore competent, without hesitation, to 
offer sound and independent advice on all 
the propositions of the Governor, and in 
every case of emergency. (Hear, hear,) 
They proposed that the council should he 
so composed, as to allow them to infer that 
consideration would go before action. Such 
certainly was the intention of the Legisla¬ 
ture ; hut if the Governor General, in com¬ 
posing the special council, acted on the 
principle which was laid down in the letter 
lie iead^vwif ho acted on the principle that 
no person resident in Canada should become 
a member of the council, then the special 
council, like the executive council, would 
- sham council, incapable of advi*

should exercise. If the special council was 
formed npon the principle laid down in 
Lord Durham’s letter, then the council was 
not honafide what the Legislature intended 
in shoule he, and a body framed upon that 
principle would be utterly incapable of can* 
rying out tho provisions of the act or the 
intentions of Parliament. The second ques¬ 
tion therefore which he had to ask the no¬ 
ble Baron was this,,.had tho noble Baron 
or had Her Majesty’s Government, issued 
instructions to theGovernorGeneral limiting 
the persons .to he appointed and directing 
that the appointments should bo given ex¬ 
clusively to persons not resident in Canada; 
or, if no instructions had been issued, then 
he begged to ask whether the Government 
had received from Lord Durham any infor¬ 
mation and despatch, statiug the principle 
upon which the special council had been 
formed. 

Lord Glenclg said, his first observation 
would show that it would not be necessa* 
ry for him to occupy much of their Lord, 
ships’ time, in replying to the questions 
which had been put to him by the noble 
Earl. He should advert in the first place 
to the last question of the noble Lord, and 
to the last part of that question. The 
noble Lord had asked him whether the 
Government had received any information 
from Lord Durham,.in regard to the prin¬ 
ciples upon which his noble friend had pro 
ceeded in the formation of the Special 
Council; To that question ho had to reply 
that the only information tire Government 
had received was contained in the Cana¬ 
dian Gazette, and that source of informa¬ 
tion was open to all their.Lordships. The 
information so conveyed had not been ac¬ 
companied by any letter of explanation, 
and therefore their Lordships would see 
that it was impossible to state upon what 
principle the Governor General had pro¬ 
ceeded in the formation of the Council, 
except in so far as that principle was de¬ 
veloped in the letter which had been lead 
by the noble Lord opposite. In regard to 
the first part of the last question which had 
been put by the noble Lord, he begged 
to say that there was nothing in the iustruc 
tions issued by the Government to the Gov¬ 
ernor General, as to adhering to any par 
ticular class of persons in the formation of 
the Council, or anything limiting the per¬ 
sons to ho appointed, or reserving the ap* 
pointment to persons not residing in tho 
colony. The Legislature had thought pro¬ 
per to intrust the Governor General with 
powers the most extensive, and the Gov- 
eminent acting on the same principle, had 
considered it advisable to leave to Lord 
Duiham the power of deciding, on his ar¬ 
rival in the colony, what would he the 
best course for him to pursue, and accord* 


ingly had issued no specific instructions in 
regard to his proceedings. With respect 
to the first question put by the noble Lord, 
he had to say, that the letter which had 
been read, and which had reference to the 
Executive Council, contained the opinions 
of Lord Durham on the subject, but no 
particular instructions had been issued by 
the Government in regard to the format 
fion of the Executive Council.
